HOG CHOLERA 
SERUM. 


Governm ent Dem onstrate* Itg Value In 
Teet at South Omaha. 
A successful dem onstration of the 
value of th e new governm ent serum 
fo r preventing hog cholera h as J net 
been concluded a t South O m aha, Neb., 
by the bureau of anim al industry of 
the U nited S tates d ep artm en t of ag ri­ 
culture. 
T he efficiency of th e serum 
has been proved m any tim es in the 
past, but in order th a t its value m ight 
bo brought m ore strikingly before the 
people of N ebraska a dem onstration 
w as arran g ed for at the Union stock­ 
y ard s a t South O m aha In co-operation 
w ith th e Union Stockyards com pany 
of O m aha. 
T he stockyards com pany purchased 
th irty pigs, w eighing from forty to 
Rlxty pounds each, from a farm which 
had been free from hog cholera for 
Severn! 
years. 
These 
pigs 
w ere 
brought to th e stockyards, and on July 
23, lido, four of them w ere injected 
w ith blood from hogs sick of hog 
cholera. 
These inoculated pigs w ere 
placed In a pen by them selves, and 
w ithin 
five days they 
had become 
Rick, a t w hich tim e eighteen of the 
rem aining pigs were ench given one 
dose of the serum , w hile the other 
eight pigs w ere not treated in any 
way. T he eighteen serum treated pigs 
and th e eight 
untreated pigs w ere 
then placed In the sam e pen w ith the 
four pigs which had been m ade sick 
by Inoculation. 
The four pigs which w ere first giv­ 
en hog cholera nil died, and th e eight 
u n treated pigs all contracted the dis­ 
ease from them 
T he eighteen pigs 
which w ere given serum and w hich 
w ere confined In the sam e pen w ith 
the four original sick pigs und w ith the 
sick u n trea ted pigs rem ained perfectly 
well and w ere finally turned over to 
the officials of the stockyards com 
patly uj»on the com pletion of th e ex- 
|N*rlmont, Sept. 17. 1910. 
Tho experim ent w as w itnessed by 
representatives of the N ebraska ngrl 
cultural experim ent station and of the 
N ebraska Sw ine B reeders’ association 
as well as by representatives of ag ri­ 
cultural [tapers published in N ebraska. 
T he departm ent of agriculture does 
not d istrib u te this serum to farm ers. 
but Is endeavoring to bring th e value 
of this m ethod to the atten tio n of the 
stock raising Interests In order th a t 
they 
m ay 
arran g e to secure sta te 
funds f«*r the m anufacture am i d istri­ 
bution of the serum . 
T he governm ent 
authorities consider th a t th is new se­ 
rum treatm en t lf properly applied will 
result In the saving of m illions of dol­ 
lars.

years ago had a taste of the alfalfa 
m eal cookie* and cakes w hich w ere on 
exhibition In the N ebraska h ea d q u ar­ 
ters. 
Now com es the T exas e x J ►di­ 
luent station lu bulletin No. 12* w ith 
Bu* suggestion th a t finely ground eot- 
toiisis d m eal muy iu the near fu tu re 
Is* us**d extensively as a protein fu r­ 
nishing ratio n In place of m eat, eggs, 
cheese, Ih*hos, liens, etc. 
Experim ent* 
have been m ade along this line, and 
blseulta, cakes, cookies Hod bread have 
lieen m ade of a Hour m ixture e n tra in ­ 
ing one part of cottonseed meal to four 
p arts of w heat. 
T hese products are 
palatable and are of a yellow ish brow n 
color, ju st as the alfalfa m eal products 
w ere of it light olive green. 
It is e sti­ 
m ated th a t a | iou od of protein from 
cottonseed meal costs but one-twen- 
♦loth of a pound of protein got front 
m eat, w hile three ounces of cotton­ 
seed meal 
the m axim um ration rec­ 
om m ended for an adult furnishes as 
m uch protein as would bo supplied In 
six ounces of m eat, an average day’s 
ration.

FEEDING CORN 
TO 
CATTLE. 


Methods Pursued by a Successful O hio 
Stock Raiser. 
In this section of th e country the 
feelin g of ca ttle has becom e quite a 
general business d uring th e p ast ten 
years, 
w rites 
an 
ex|>erlenced 
Ohio 
feeder in tin* New E ngland H om e­ 
stead. 
T he m ost of us ca ttle feeding 
fan n e rs raise enough feed to fatten 
our cattle, and, as a rule, we have 
only enough c a ttle to consum e the 
feed we raise. 
The general m ethod is to purchase 
st** k cattle d uring the fall and w in 
tor. 
T hese cattie a re carried through 
until grass tim e, gruzed and finished 
on corn the follow ing fall. 
T he feed 
for the stock ca ttle consists mostly of 
fodder am i hay. 
If young cnttle are 
given plenty of rough feed they will 
generally go through th e w inter In 
nice Hho[>e. 
H ow ever. I Uke to fi*ed 
som e corn to young steers in the 
spring, ns they will be In better coo 
aition to go OU grass. 
A nother advan­ 
tage I have found iu feeding corn to 
young cattle Is th a t young hogs can 
tie earrb*d through the spring in much 
better shape. 
As a rule, m ost of our ca ttle are fed 
during 
the 
full 
and 
early 
winter. 
H ogs or cattle will fatten on loss feed 
during m oderate tenqieratures, as it 
taken a certain um ouut of fed] to keep 
up the anim al heat. 
As to tile kinds of feed used, corn 
is king with us. 
In sta rtin g cattle to 
fu tten I generally give som e corn on 
grass as early as the 1st of Septem ber 
or as soon as the new corn com m ences 
to harden. 
This I* done by going in 
the corn and cutting as m uch as is 
n**ed***l. say one. two or three stalks 
for each d e e r fur a feed. T his am ount 
can Im* Im rear iti gradually us the c a t­ 
tle become accustomed to th e new 
com until they are on full fe,xl. 
Shock corn Is fed once a day and 
husk (*1 corn once a day. 
T he ad v an ­ 
tage of feeding husked corn Is In Hav­ 
ing the fodder or rough feed, and the 
c attle also will eat flu* husked corn 
som ew hat (letter. 
Those farm ers who 
have clover hay or alfa lfa have a 
g ieat advantage In giving these with 
the corn, 
The feeding period lasts from 90 to 


1 20 days and som etim es longer, hut 
this Is about the average period of 
feeding.

ti* study sin* replied, "Yes. lait Bi tt is 
all ll am ounts to, for la* seldom opens 
them ." 
This In n nutshell explains 
the difference betw een B .ys and girls, 
aud it is a fact th a t thoughtful parents 
ought to take Into account. 
However, 
In all too m any Instances parents are 
shortsighted and, Instead of discourag­ 
ing overstudy on th e p art of their am ­ 
bitious daughters, take a keen Interest 
In their id inly rivalry and encourage 
and urge them on to still greater ef­ 
fort. 
Som etim es her constitution is 
strong enough so th at the im m ature 
•girl finishes her high school and [x*r- 
haps a college course, hut a t the end 
of th at tim e she Is all too often done 
for a 
wreck 
physically 
and 
sjH*nt 
nervously, when these pow ers should 
have h(M*n so guarded th a t she would 
be strong and vigorous and able to 
m e e t th e duties and responsibilltes of 
ilvlng, instead of tieing a broken down, 
m iserable Invalid. 
The pupil herself 
should 
try 
to 
look 
this 
situation 
squarely in the face, and if sin* does 
not possess th a t m aturity of judgm ent 
which will enable her to tak e the right 
course she should Im* assisted by both 
parents and teachers. 
This wanton 
sacrifice of health and vital force to 
secure grades th a t will only adorn the 
pages of m usty school records Is a 
travesty on education and an insult 
to tin* G iver of life. 
It Is a s| hs-|»*s 
of rivalry In w hich the sacrifice en­ 
tailed is too great and in which the 
gam e is not w orth the candle. 


ISOLATION AN 
AID. 
Many an anim al husbandm an could 
reduce the losses su sta in s! from tuber­ 
culosis and other diseases In Ids hogs 
and cattie lf he would practice the 
sim ple precaution of isolating individ­ 
uals which have the appearance of 
B*tng diseased, w hatever Hie cause 
of the trouble. 
W e arc led to m ake 
the ubove apparently trite suggestion 
from visiting not long since a herd of 
m ixed fism!lug and dairy cattle kept 
under decidedly nasty and insanitary 
conditions, am ong w hich were circu­ 
lating a w indier of anim als that were 
very plainly In well advanced stages 
of tuberculosis. 
E xperim enters have 
[•roved conclusively that an anim at 
thus affected may discharge not only 
virule feces, hut nasal discharges 
On 
another farm we know of a st**er th at 
w as far along w ith lum py jaw being 
allowed to m ingle freely w ith other 
cattle, the exudation from the open 
sore befouling not only the ground, hut 
the feed w hich the other cattle In the 
yard ate. 
Many a serious epidem ic of 
hog cholera could lie prevented or con­ 
siderably lessened w ere (lumpy [figs 
isolated at the start and kept so until 
they recovered or died 
T he type of 
precaution referred to coats little and 
has a m erit entirely apart from m.*dt- 
clne or veterinary attendance which 
should also B* m ade use of lf occasion 
requires. 


M ULCH VERSUS COVER CROPS. 
T hat a m ethod of orchard care w hich 
gives g(Mxl results in one section may 
not Is* suited to conditions prevailing 
in another locality is nicely show n ii* 
reports from the N orth Dakota and 
N ebraska experim ent stations relative 
to the use of orchard cover crops. 
In 
experim ents conducted in the form er 
state it has been found th at cover 
crops grow ing during tin* latter part of 
the season tuke ^M oisture out of the 
soil to such an ex ten t as to greatly in­ 
crease the danger to the tree from w in­ 
ter killing: hts-nuse of a too dry aud 
biose condition of th e soil. 
In the la t­ 
ter state cover crops are strongly rec­ 
om m ended l*ecause they tend to dry 
out the soli anil hasten the ripening 
process In 
ae new wood, then* being 
enough m oisture for th e grow ing of 
tin* cover crop and to keep the soil 
in p ra te r condition during the w inter 
m onths. 
To take the place of the r o v ­ 
er crop the D akota station recom ­ 
m ends m ulching aB m t the roots of the 
trees w ith n light covering of straw , 
w hich holds the snow and answ ers the 
sam e purpose as som e grow ing crop. 


ABOUT BINDING TWINE. 
T here are very few folks who are 
■ot 
fam iliar 
w ith 
w hat is 
usually 
known as hem p tw ine, usi d for ag ri­ 
cultural and m any other purposes, but 
m any do not know the source of the 
enorm ous supply which is usi*d In this 
country annually. 
It Is m ade from 
two varieties of fiber known as m a­ 
nila mid sisal. 
The form er Is one of 
tin* chief export products of the P h il­ 
ippine Islands, and nearly all of the 
am ount 
produced annually, 
totaling 
127*.flOO tons, is shipped to this coun­ 
try. 
T his fiber is secured from u spe­ 
cies of th e banana fam ily which a t­ 
tains a height of tw enty feet. 
The 
stem s of th e leaves grow in close 
cluster, form ing w hat lias the appear 
anet* of a solid trunk to tile height 
of ten or tw elve feet, 
w here they 
branch out Ilk** the limbs of an ordi­ 
nary tree. 
T hese bunches of stalks 
the natives cut off near the ground, 
rem ove th e leaves from tin* top of the 
stalk, then separate the steins and re­ 
move the pulp from tin* fiber by d raw ­ 
ing them repeatedly across the edge 
of a dull blade pressed on a block of 
wood. 
T his hand work Is still in 
vogue, and a d ay ’s work for a native 
is about eighteen pounds of the d e a n 
ed fiber. 
T he growing and d ea n in g 
of tin* m anila arc done in tin* n o u n 
f 
Mons d istric t', the nm Ives drying 
the ,d>er in the sun, tying it in small 
bundles and taking it to Hie coast 
tow ns, w here it is pressed into bales 
by 
m achinery for shipm ent. 
Hlsal, 
the other flB-r from which binding 
tw ine is m ade, comes from the hene- 
quen plant, which is products! chiefly 
in tie province of Yucatan, Mexico, 
large areas being devoted to grow ing 
it. 
T he young plants arc st t In rows 
a lo u t ten feet apart. 
At the age of 
six yearn th e plant is to rtu re enough 
so th a t the under and larger leaves are 
cut and the pulp removed from them 
m echanically. 
When the fibers are 
dried they are baled aud ready for 
m arket. 
F r .;n this stage on B*th 
kinds of fiber are treated the sam e in 
the process of m anufacture Intl* tw ine, 
including carding, working Into coarse 
strands and spinning. Tin* hailing m a­ 
chines are autom atic, 
w inding five 
I moi lids of tin* finished tw ine from a 
B ►bblii and discharging it w hen it has 
reached the proper dim ensions. 
Tho 
finished hall Is suppoMsl to contain 
five pounds, mid if It is pure m anila 
fiber it will contain (JRO feet and lf 
sisal, which Is a coarser flB*r, hut SPO 
f**et. 


APPLES FOR NORTHERN STATES. 
Tin* horticultural departm ent of the 
Iowa S tate c o lle g e at Ames has lately 
i-w.nnl a little pam phlet in w filch rec­ 
om m endations an* made of varieties of 
apples suitable for growing In the 
northern and southern J Nations of the 
state, respectively.

occupies a north central ignition, the 
recom m endations will ta* found valu­ 
able for ii numlM*r of other states hav­ 
ing at*out the sa im* clim atic conditions.

G rim es Golden, Deli­ 
cious U riah, Bet* D avis fam ily, Stay 
man, W inesap, York Im perial and Gen- 
iton are suggested. 
For ta Hilly us** a 
nuinl*er of other well known varieties 
an* addis!. 
In connection w ith com ­ 
m ercial plantings of Hpph*s It Is well 
for the beginner to keep well in mind 
that U*tter results ail around. Includ­ 
ing facility In shipping iii large quan ­ 
tities and financial returns, will Is* had 
by restricting the varieties to not more 
thuu two or three which are recog­ 
nised us the Unit. 
New varieties may 
B* tried out. but th e planting should Im* 
on a sm all scale.

The 
strain upon nerves and senses when the 
rending concussion fukes place is te r­ 
rible. 
T here is not a great difference be­ 
tween the effect of tho big guns and 
that of the sm aller pieces, stran g e as 
It may seem. 
lf the visitor places 
himself beside one of the sm aller guns 
and then listens to the roar of the big 
one. the sound will not appear much 
louder than that of the gun by his side. 
The extra distance to the muzzle of 
the big piece discounts the sound. The 
only apparent difference between the 
two will be that the smaller piece has 
a sharper, higher pitched tone, and 
that tli«> big guns speak with a more 
bellowing roar. 
If one w atches the firing of the gun J 
the crash has not such a startling ef­ 
fect as when it comes unexpectedly.

Section I. 
Be It resolved by the Senate 
and H o u s e of Represe ntatives of the Com­ 
m onw ealth of 
Pennsylvania In General 
Assembly met. T hat the following is pro­ 
posed as an am endm ent to th** C onstitu­ 
tion of the Com m onwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia. In accordance with the provisions of 
the eighteenth article thereof:- 
Amendment to Article Nine. Section 
Eight.

Amen,I section eight, article 
nine. of the Constitution of P ennsylvania

in. nor shall any such m unicipality or 
district Incur any new debt, or Increase 
Its Indebtedness to an am ount exceeding 
two per centum upon such assessed val­ 
uation of property, w ithout the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public election in 
such m anner as shall be provided by law ; 
but any city, the debt of which now ex­ 
ceeds seven per centum of such assessed 
valuation, may be authorized by law to 
Increase the sam e three per centum , In 
the aggregate, a t any one time, upon such 
valuation," so as to read as follow s:— 
Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 
borough, tow nship, school district, or oth­ 
er m unicipality or Incorporated district,
